RUSSIA AND OUR BO M B 
'THE atomic bomb argument 
continues, 
centering mainly around the 
United 
States, which created this most powerful 
and destructiv e of all weapons, and so far

A N T I-N A Z I G E R M A N S

George report for unification of the 
; Army and Nav y has now been pried loose 
I from the joint chiefs of staffs who had hid 
den it from President Truman and the 
public ey e since last April. 
The pry ing job was done by Senator 


I J ohnson, oi Colorado, acting chairman of 
the military affairs committee. He went to 
(the White House and demanded the right 
j to see the report in connection with the 
[hearings on his bill and the similar Hill 
bill proposing to authorize the unification. 
He not only got the report, but the 
White House furnished photostat copies of 
testimony taken by the George committee 
I from 6 5 cl ricers at the fighting fronts in 
the field, and all this has been released to 
j the press the past few day s. 
The George report, y ou will recall, was 
first published in this column October 9. 
The release of the full document now con­ 
firms what was then presented to y ou. 
i Thus the stalemate worked by Admiral 
King of the Nav y to throttle the mov e for 
a single department, has been broken. 
But the inner situation is not entirely 
clear y et. The only known opposition now 
to this agreed method of modernizing the 
national defense is restricted to the chair­ 
men of the nav al affairs committees in 
the senate and house. The others hav e 
come around in the past few weeks. But 
the old Nav y crowd is doing its utmost to 
delay action — and rather successfully . 
The prospect now is that the Hill and 
J ohnson bills will not be acted upon before 
the recess of congress which means ’they 
cannot be passed before nex t Spring. Ov er­ 
whelming support will rally to whatev er 
final detailed arrangement is agreed upon 
between J ohnson-Hill and the Av ar depart­ 
ment authorities, but the delay of action 
will be costly . 
The plan will no doubt require a y ear 
to be brought to full working efficiency . 
The changing of tile status of bureaus all 
down the line will require at least that 
much time. 
Simultaneously also, a reorganization of I 
the top men in both serv ices is in prospect. 
Admiral King will go as will General Mar­ 
shall, and there is a definite determination 
't0 mov e y ounger men to the top of the new 
single department in which the y ounger 
generals of the air force, for instance, will 
hav e equal standing as a third department 
alongside the Army and the Nav y under a 
single cabinet chief. 
The departures of Marshall and King 
were slated for the first of the y ear, hut 
an efiort has been made to induce Mr Tru- j 
man to keep Marshall on for a while to 
'promote the y outh draft plan which is 
his main current interest now, and to keep 
?unV'a,l 
Eisenhow*r in Europe because of 
the difficulties which hav e arisen through 
Russian tactics there, delay ing genuine 
agrem ent on the peace setup. 
There is no v alid reason for these de­ 
lay s. The new plan should be launched im -! 
mediately and the changes in personnel 
could best be the launching of the pro­ 
gram. The delay in presentation of the re­ 
port since last April already has post­ 
poned for a y ear the inauguration of the 
new setup.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Various Causes of Pain 
In the Abdom inal Reaion 


Tuesday , Nov em ber 6, 1915

ATTACKS of p ain may occur in 
p ractically any p art of the body. 
A common location of p ain in 
women is in the right side of the 
abdomen because there are many 
conditions which may p roduce p ain 
in this area. 
As a rule, the p ain is not p ro 
duced by a disorder which requires 
emergency treatm ent, ex cep t in 
the case of acute ap p endicitis and 
similar acute conditions. Rather, in 
these instances, it is necessary 
that a careful stu dy be made to 
determine the ex act cause of the 
difficulty so th a t the most effective 
treatm ent may be utilized. 


L engthy D iagnosis 


Most of the p atients have had 
the p ain for a p eriod of days or 
even years, and several weeks can 
be taken, if necessary, to make a 
diagnosis without any risk to the 
p atient. According to Doctor H. B. 
Atloo of Halifax , unless the diag­ 
nosis is quite clear, it may be well 
to send the p atient to . hosp ital 
for 
a 
thorou gh 
investigation, 
which should include an ex amina­ 
tion by a surgeon, a sp ecialist in 
women’s disorders, a sp ecialist in 
distu rbances of the u rinary or­ 
gans, and one who has sp ecial 
knowledge of disorders of the 
nervous system. The ex amination 
should embrace X-rays of the 
stomach, bowel, and gall bladder, 
cystoscop ic ex amination of the 
bladder, X-rays of the kidneys and 
60 forth. 
If the p ain is colicky, is asso­ 
ciated with sickness of the stomach 
and vomiting, or to any change in 
the action of the bowels, or if there 
is an increase in the nu mber of 
white cells in the blood and slight 
fever, it is p ossible that the trou ­ 
ble is due to chronic ap p endicitis. 
Low Pain 


If the p ain is lower down in tim 
abdomen, is worse ju st before and 


after the regu lar p eriods, and if 
there are disturbances of the p e­ 
riods. it is p ossible th a t there ic 
something wrong with the womb, 
tubes, or ovaries. If, on the other 
hand, the p ain p asses into the 
groin, or if there is tenderness in 
the middle p art of the back or over 
the bladder, it is p ossible th a t the 
trouble is due to infections in the 
kidneys and bladder or p ossibly a 
kidney stone. 
It mu st be remembered, also, 
that certain disorders affecting the 
nerves as they come from the sp ine 
may p roduce p ain in the right, 
lower abdomen. So, unless other 
causes for the trouble are found, a 
comp lete and carefu l ex amination 
to determine whether or not such 
a disturbance is p resent is essen­ 
tial. It ie best in every instancy 
that a comp lete ex amination be 
made to determine the source of 
the difficulty before op erative p ro­ 
cedures are decided up on. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSW ERS 
J. C.: Every year I seem to su f­ 
fer from boils. W hat causes this? 
Answer: The cause of boils is 
lowered resistance to a typ e of 
germ commonly found in the skin 
which is known as stap hylococcus. 
The germs are rubbed into the skin 
because of the contact of the 
clothes, or from dirty hands. 
In the treatm ent of boils, 
era] things may be done. The gen­ 
eral resistance of the body should 
be built up by getting p lenty of 
fresh air, sunshine, and outdoor 
ex ercise, as well as by eating a 
p rop er diet, containing vegetables, 
fru its, whoie-grain cereals, milk 
and bu tter, with meat and eggs in 
moderate 
amount. 
A 
p ie: iful 
amount of w ater should be drunk 
daily. The hands and clothes should 
be kep t clean. 
The use of X-ray may be neces­ 
sary in resistant cases. Ultra-vio- 
let light may also be of value in 
increasing the general resistance 
of the skin.

But the inner situation is not entirely 
clear yet. The only known opposition now* 
to this agreed method of modernizing the 
national defense is restricted to the ch air­ 
men of the naval affairs committees in 
the senate and house. The others have 
come around in the past few weeks. But 
the old Navy crowd is doing its utmost to 
delay action— and ra th e r successfully. 
The prospect now is th a t the Hill and 
Johnson bills will not be acted upon before 
the recess of congress which means they 
cannot be passed before next Spring.

ATTACKS of pain may occur in 
practically any part of the body 
A common location of pain in 
women is in the right side of the 
abdomen because there are many 
conditions which may produce pain 
in this area. 
As a rule, the pain is not pro­ 
duced by a disorder which requires 
emergency treatm ent, except in 
the case of acute appendicitis and 
similar acute conditions. Rather, in 
these instances, it is necessary 
that a careful study be made to 
determine the exact cause of the 
difficulty so that the most effective 
treatm ent may be utilized. 
Lengthy Diagnoeis 
Most of the patient* hive had 
the pain for a period of days or 
even years, and several weeks can 
be taken, if necessary, to make a 
diagnosis without any risk to the 
patient. According to Doctor H. B. 
Atloo of Halifax, unless the diag­ 
nosis is quite clear, it may he well 
to send the patient to . hospital 
for 
a 
thorough 
investigation, 
which should include an examina­ 
tion by a surgeon, a specialist in 
women’s disorders, a specialist in 
disturbances of the urinary or­ 
gans. and one who has special 
knowledge of disorders of the 
nervous system. The examination 
should embrace X-rays of the 
stomach, bowel, and gall bladder, 
cystoscopic examination of the 
bladder, X-rays of the kidneys and 
so forth. 
If the pain is colicky, is asso­ 
ciated with sickness of the stomach 
and vomiting, or to any change in 
the action of the bowels, or if there 
is an increase in the number of 
white cells in the blood and slight 
fever, it is possible that the trou­ 
ble is due to chronic appendicitis. 


Low Pain 


If the pain is lower down in th j 
abdomen, is worse just before and 


after the regular periods, and if 
there are disturbances of the pe­ 
riods, it is possible that there Ic 
something wrong with the womb, 
tubes, or ovaries. If, on the other 
hand, the pain passes into the 
groin, or if there is tenderness in 
the middle part of the back or over 
the bladder, it is possible th at the 
trouble is due to infections in the 
kidneys and bladder or possibly a 
kidney atone. 
It must be remembered, also, 
that certain disorders affecting the 
nerves as they come from the spine 
may produce pain in the right, 
lower abdomen. So, unless other 
causes for the trouble are found, a 
complete and careful examination 
to determine whether or not each 
a disturbance is present it essen­ 
tial. It is best in every instance 
that a complete examination be 
made to determine the source of 
the difficulty before operative pro­ 
cedures are decided upon. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
J. C.: Every year I seem to Buf­ 
fer from boils. What causes this? 
Answer: The cause of boils is 
lowered resistance to a type of 
germ commonly found in the skin, 
which is known as staphylococcus. 
The germs are rubbed into the ^kin 
because of the contact of the 
clothes, or from dirty hands. 
In the treatm ent of boils, sev­ 
eral things may be done. The gen­ 
eral resistance of the body should 
be built up by getting plenty of 
fresh air, sunshine, and outdoor 
exercise, as well as by eating a 
proper diet, containing vegetables, 
fruits, whole grain cereals, milk 
and butter, with meat and eggs in 
moderate 
amount.

amount of water should be drunk 
daily. The hands and clothes should 
be kept clean. 
The use of X-ray may be neces­ 
sary in resistant cases. Ultra-vio­ 
let light may also be of value in 
increasing the general resistance 
of the skin.
